Tu e Americana were pheasaui shoot­ 
ing when the admiral accidently shot 
a Chinese woman, slightly Inju ring 
her.

them and knocked the admiral down 
in the mu d and held Lieu tenant Train 
as a hostege. 


Forty American marines landed aa 
a rescu e party and were attacked b y 
the Chinamen who tried to pitchfork 
the officers. The Chinese officials re­ 
fu sed to restore the officers gu ns and 
su pported tne v illagers.

Of prize fighting. 
Tru e there is talk of reforming the 
foot ball game. 
A reformation in 
prize fight was also inau gu rated many 
y ears ago. Glov es, thu s oov ering the 


h a n d s was the reform ad opted . With 
glov es on the hand there wou ld be no 
bru tal 
bru ising or sklning of the 
knu ckles of the man who knocks ou t 
his opponent. 
The only complaint George Shaw, 
the recent crippled boy , now makes 
is 
resu lt 
of the fear 
that 
his 
mother may withd raw his name from 
the foot ball team. Shou ld the writer 
hereof 
hav e any thing to d o with 
making laws one of the first acts he 
wou ld hav e enacted wou ld be that of 
prohibiting foot ball, with the same 
penalties as that whioh now stand s 
against prize fighting.

Of all the snakes of India the naga,

known as tlie cobra, alone is sacred. It 
is called the good snake, and is con- 
•idereil a protector and harbinger of 
8uc<? es8. 
The veneration of the cobra 
is Intimately connected with the wor­ 
ship of the sun, and is thus closely re­ 
lated to the orthodox Hindoo religion. 
According to the Mahabharata, the 
heaven over which India ruled was 
mainly tenanted by Devas and Nagas, 
the former Iwdng deified heroes of the 
Arj-as and the latter those of the Naga 
people on earth. 
Although wars continued for a long 
time to be frequ« it between rival 
chiefs of the Invaders (Aryas) and the 
Invaded (Nagas), a gradual fusion be­ 
tween the two peoples took place, and 
heaven was shared equally by Devas 
and Nagas. The serpent gods are wor­ 
shiped now', as the.y were then, not as 
dangerous reptiles, nor as mere sym­ 
bols. but as the deified rulers of an 
ancient people, whose tribal, or, rather, 
perhaps, racial, emblem was the naga, 
or hooded serpent, and whose chief 
deity was tlie sun; hence the Naga 
temples are not dedicated to the ser­ 
pent, but to the Naga rajahs, the an­ 
cient rulers of the race.

The new primary election law, un­ 
less it proves to be a dead one because 
of its general mlxupedness, will cut off 
all betting on elections, and it pretty 
nearly cuts off all guessing on what 
the probable vote will be. 
It surely 
cuts off all such guessing when there’s 
a wager made on who come^the clcs- 
est, or a prize hung up for the best 
guesser. 
Another thing that it does is to pre­ 
scribe heavy penalties for the man 
who asks a candidate for a cigar or a 
glafcsof beer or any other thing of 
value; or who asks anyone supposed to 
represent a candidate or a party for 
any such thing. The fellow tha t does 
the asking is, under the law, declared 
guilty of bribery and the penalty is 
made three months to a year in jail 
and disfranchisement for from five to 
fifteen years 
On conviction of a sec­ 
ond offense, there is permanent dls 
franchisement, with a year’s confine­ 
ment in jail added. And even then 
he doesn’t get out of jail till tbe costs 
of prosecution are fully paid. 
But the candidate or other person 
who is asked for the cigar, the beer or 
other valuable thing, or even wbo gives 
or promises to give it, is not liable, 
but is made a competent witness 
against the other fellow and one who 
is (X>mpelled to testify. 
The section of the law that covers 
betting on elections in Illinois is so 
sweeping that it is worth reading in 
full. 
Here it is: 
(7.) Whosoever bets or 
wagera 
any money, property or other valua­ 
ble thing upon tbe result of an elec­ 
tion which may be held under the 
constitution or laws of this state, or 
bets or wagers money, property, or 
other valuable thing upon the num­ 
ber of votes which may be given to 
any person at any election, or upon 
who snail receive the greatest num­ 
ber of votes at an election; or agrees 
to pay any other person any money, 
property or other valuable thing, in 
an event tha t an election shall result 
in one way, or in the event tha t any 
person shall or shall not be elected, or 
shall receive a greater 
number of 
votes than others, upon conviction 
thereof shall be fined in a sum not ex­ 
ceeding II,(XK), or imprisoned in the 
county jail not exceeding one year, or 
both, in the discretion of the court.”

Work in Progress for New Steam 
Railway in Coun ty , 


In speaking of the new road which 
has been surveyed in the southern 
part of Lee county, tbe La Moilie Ga­ 
zette says: 
The news comes to us directly that 
the work on the new railroad surveyed 
through La Moilie is progressing more 
rapidly than we expected it would. 
Mr. Cherry has already bought the 
right of way for thirty miles south of 
the river and has leased tbe coal rights 
on practically all the farm land in the 
territory adjacent to his line. He has 
also secured coal leases on most of tbe 
land north of tbe river as far as the 
W. G. Norris property and even has 
tbe lease on that

BLACK LEAD PENCILS 


THEIR MANUFACTURE AND THE MA­ 


TERIALS THEY CONTAIN. 


The Plambnjgo Come« Mainly From 
IlaTarin ami the lied Cedar Wood 
From Florida—How the Graphite 1* 
Manipulated to Form the Leail«. 


The first pencils in the modem sense 
were simply pieces of pure plumbago, 
the more common name of which is 
black lead or graphite. 
This mineral 
has always been rare, and 
the very 
qualities of softness and blackness 
which made it good to mark with made 
it also disagreeable to handle it was 
not long before a covering of wood was 
provided, partly to protect the hand 
and partly to economize the plumbago. 
The best graphite in the world has 
been taken from mines in Boirowdale, 
England, and in eastern Siberia. 
The 
quality in both places was such that 
solid slabs of it could be sawed out 
and these in turn cut into the slender 
strips which form the leads of mod­ 
ern pencils. 
The quality, however, 
was not sufficient to permit this meth­ 
od to be adopted exclusively. 
The 
Borrowdale mines indeed have long 
since been exhausted. 
Most of the 
graphite now comes from Bavaria. 
Plumbago for the best pencils now 
undergoes a number of processes. It is 
mined in irregular lumps or in any 
form in which it may be got out most 
cheaply. 
Shipped to the pencil fac­ 
tory. it is there ground and mixed with 
finely pulverized 
day 
in 
quantities 
which depend upon the hardness or 
softness which the pencils are t<> pos­ 
sess. 
For hard pencils, such as are 
used by mechanical and architectural 
draftsm en, the m ixture is one part of 
plumbago to two parts of day. 
The 
softer the pencil the greater the pro­ 
portion of plumbago. 
The mixture is “thinned” with wa­ 
ter and repeatedly ground until it is 
perfectly smooth and free from grit. 
It is then placed in c-iuvas bags and 
squeezed by machinery until enough 
w ater has been removed to leave a 
tenacious, doughlike mass, from which 
the leads are to be formed. 
The “dough." as 
it 
is 
called, is 
placed in a strong steel cylinder, one 
end of which Is perforated with holes 
of the same size as the leads which it 
is desired to make. The pressure of a 
slowly descending piston forces the 
“dough” out through the holes in long 
strings, which are quickly removed 
and laid in grooved or on dented 
boards to straighten and dry. 
The next step is the tempering of the 
leads by heating to a red heat in cru­ 
cibles. 
By this process the hardness 
or softness of the pencils is still fur­ 
ther modified, impurities are burned 
out and the little strips of plumbago 
are considerably strengthened. 
They 
are now ready for their wooden cases. 
These in all the better grades of pen­ 
cils are made of red cedar, most of 
which comes from Florida, This wood, 
better than anything else, answers the 
requirements of softness and straight­ 
ness of grain and permanency. 
The wood is sawed by machinery 
into strips, two of which when placed 
together are equal to the diameter of 
the pencil. 
But if the lead i| to be 
square the two strips are not of equal 
thickness. 
That which contains the 
groove for the lead Is the thicker. Most 
pencils, however, have round leads, 
and in this case the two strips are of 
equal thickness, and each contains a 
semicircular groove. 
The lead is now inserted In the 
groove and the two strips are glued 
together. 
When dry, they are passed 
through a circular cutter similar to the 
so called hollow bits by which the ends 
of ladder rungs are rounded and dow­ 
els are made. 
They emerge at the 
other end perfectly rounded. 
Nothing 
remains but cutting the sticks into 
suitable lengths, painting or polishing, 
and stamping with the maker's name 
and the degree of hardness. 
Pencils made of the pure graphite 
would not bo superior to those in which 
the graphite is mixed with clay. 
The 
modern pencils possess not only great­ 
er strength, but there are fewer gritty 
spots, and they correspond more regu­ 
larly to the marks which are stamped 
upon them.—Edward Williston Frentz 
in Youth’s Companion.

At 
about the same time there was set up 
in the capital city of Persia on the ter­ 
race of the royal palace a somewhat 
similar clock, consisting of a balance 
containing twelve metal balls, one of 
which fell every hour upon a great 
gong. 
This wonderful instrum ent is 
«aid to have been sent by the king of 
Persia to Charlemagne as a gift. 
The Chinese, whose ideas on the sub­ 
ject deserve respect by reason of their 
priority, do not number the hours as 
we do. They have names for them, the 
twenty-four hour period being divided 
by the people of the middle kingdom 
into twelve equal parts, each of which 
is designated in their w ritten language 
by a character. 
In this point, again, 
they were far ahead of the Europeans, 
for whom the invention of the modern 
clock seems actually to have been de­ 
layed some centuries by the difficulty 
of splitting night or day into even frac­ 
tions. To the ancient Greeks and Ro­ 
mans, for example, this problem ap­ 
peared insuperable owing to the wab­ 
bling of tfie earth, which increases the 
length of the day at one season and di­ 
minishes it at another. For a relative­ 
ly latter day gentleman named Hip­ 
parchus was it reserved to offer tin» 
suggestion that the time from dawn to 
dawn might be broken into twenty- 
four equal parts. 
This indeed was the keynote of tin» 
difficulty, the final solution of which 
has appeared in the modern clock, in 
its highest development, a chronometer 
that keeps time within a fraction of a 
second per week. On the main street 
in any city of the United States busi­ 
ness men may be seen daily setting 
their watches by such infallible time­ 
pieces in the windows of jewelers’ 
shops, and even in the China of today 
it is the custom for a gentleman to 
carry two watches, which lie examines 
anxiously at frequent intervals, in or 
no better standard being obtainable. 
Such candles, like any others, "were tier to make sure that they agree ex- 
sure to burn more slowly at the begin- actlv. 
ning than later on, and hence their lack 
of reliability.

for the water clock, some mediaeval 
Edison must have invented it, so won­ 
derful is tho ingenuity of its construc­ 
tion. 
It consists of a -hollow metal 
cylinder divided into compartments by 
partitions which radiate from the cen­ 
ter and suspended by two strings 
wound about the ends of an axis run­ 
ning through the middle of the cylin­ 
der. 
The cylinder, which is bung by its 
striugs from a sort of arch, is partly 
filled with water and is wound up to 
the top of the arch by revolving it 
upon its axis.
